George McDonald reported on mi- 
gratory bird regulations discussed 
at the convention and the opinion 
seemed to be against having four 
zones in Alberta with different op- 
cning season dates. A recommenda: 
tion was made to revert to the old 
system’of north and south zones 
only.

PROTECT OUR FISHING STREAMS 


The complaints registered with the Didsbury Fish 
and Game Association regarding the shooting of pike 
in the Little Red Deer river, and the setting of nets in 
Fallen Timber river brought the suggestion that these 
streams be more closely patrolled by wardens in the 
hopes that these infractions of the fishing regulations 
may be stopped. 

However, there should not have to be any drastic 
action taken to stop a practice which everyone knows 
is detrimental to the future of our fishing recreation in 
this province, and we appeal to our readers for closer 
co-operation with the game associations in protecting 
fishiny streams for present and future enjoyment. 

We all .now that infractions of fishing regulations 
of the above nature are isolated cases and not general 
in this area, and if the offenders would only realize that 
they cre doing more harm to their favorite sport than 
the value of the few extra fish they may take in an il- 
legal manner, we believe that future infractions of the 
above nature will not occur, especially when one con- 
siders the extreme penalties provided by the Alberta 
fisheries department for illegal fishing methods.
